AIMS AT THE UNDERTAKERS, 


Citizen Asks License as Antidote for 
Unfair Profits. 


Chicago's common council by a division 
80 to 18 last night passed to the city’ 
voters at next month’s elections the question 
of paying for the new city hall by issuing 
bonds for $3,600,000. The proposition will be 
printed on the “ little ballot,” and a majority 
of those voting thereon will decide. 

There was no debate when Chairman Foell 
of the finance committee offered the favor- 
able report and moved the passage of the or- 
dinance. The $5,000,000 structure is practi- 
cally completed. Under the statute enacted. 
by the general assembly last year Chicago 
bond issues within certain Umitations had 
been authorized, but with the added require- 
ment that firet they must be approved on a 
referendum at a general or special election. 
Should the popular majority next November 
be no then the constriction bills for the 
city hall must be paid out of the corporate 
funds, which are said by city hall financiers 
to be insufficient in spite of the fact that City 
Treasurer Powell's last report showed he 
had on haud $16,000,000. 

Those who voted against the bond issue 
were Ald. Dailey, Martin, Vavricek, Danisch, 
Brennan, Bauler, Haderlein, Twigg, McDer- 
mott, McInerney, Mahoney, Bergen, and Don- 
ythoe—all Democrats. 

Would License Undertaker.

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OF HORRORS. 


Survivors. Describe Long ‘Flight 
and Suffering of Persons 
Affected. 


Rainy River, Ont., Oct. 10-—[Special. }—Dis- 
ease has added its horrors to the suffering 
of the refugees from the great forest fires on 
the American side of the international 
boundary. One hundred and ninety typhoid 
fever victims have been removed from old 
Baudette to the newer town and there are 
several cases of the disease among those 
who sought safety at Internattonal Falls. 

Estimates of the number of persons killed 
by the fire itself range all the way from 
from 200 to 400. One hundred and nine bodies 
have been recovered near Gpooner and Bau- 
dette. There are still about 2,000 persons who 
fled from the six towne which were destroyed 
who have not been accounted for, but it is 
thought that most of these have found safety. 

The fire now has burned over 4 territory 
seventy-five miles in length and about thirty 
miles in width. Thies extends from a short 
distance west of Warroad to Stratton, em- 
bracing all of the territory between Red Lake 
and Lake of the Woods. In this district are 
the villages of Baudette, Spooner, Graceton, 
Pitt, Myron, and Malcolm. The last two 
named places are small settle ts in Bel- 
trami county, south of War : 


Three More Towns Threatened. 

The towns of Rooseyelt and Williams are 
threatened again tonight, as the wind is rie- 
ing. International Falls also is in danger. 
A trainload of refugees came in tonight 
from Longworth. They reported that the 
town was threatened by surroynding fires, 
and a strong wind would mean its destruc- 

orm, 

3 itself ip saved after three days 
and nights of fighting, during which all busi- 
ness was suspended and every available man 
and boy, headed by Mayor C. A, Moody, 
fought with the flames. With the assistance 
of two fire engines from Winnipeg back fires 
were started and water was poured on the 
threatening flames until tonight they were 
subdued. .

Even Ground Is Burning. 

| Search for bodies of the. victims of the 
fire who were stricken down while on their 
outlying homesteads cannot be made for 
many @ays. In the stricken district the 
ground is burning three and four feet deep. 

The ground is so hot that it is impossible 
for any one to travel far over it, and even 
experienced woodsmen are in here tonight 
dismayed. 

There are many stories of heroism among 
the refugees. The women have borne up 
under fhe terrible strain with wonderful 
fortitude. When the refugees fled in panic 
for the freight train that bore them from 
Rainy river to International falls, men 
crushed down women and children, and, in 
spite of the fact that the care were choked 
so that standing room was at a premium, 
they insisted on cramming themselves in. 

Mise Myra Burt of Baudette stationed her- 
self at the door of one Sar, kicked every man 
who attempted to board the car, and herself 
reached out and took babies from the arms 
of mothers. When the train started there 
were five babies aboard whose mothers were 
left behind. They are being cared for in the 
hospital here. , 

Carries Woman to Refuge, 

After being hemmed in by fire and finally 
making his escape to the railroad station 
with the unconscious form of a women suf- 
fering from typhoid fever in his arms, Frank 
Watson of Baudette, Minn., lives to tell the 
following story. 

Men, driven han crazy by the fact that a 
part of and in some cases their whole family 
had been lust, ran About asking of the new- 
comers concerning their relatives. Every 
now and then some manen whom the terrible 
disaster worked harder than others would 
dive back to the burning districts swearing 
to save bis family or perish. It was neces- 
sary to hold a great number of the men who 
fought those who attempted to restrain 
them 

Oscar Johnson, hip wile and three children, 
stood for five hours in the Baudette river 
ducking their heads when the heat became 
too intense. They say the water in the river 
was heated to an uncomfortabie 8 
and that steam rose from the surface. hen 
they escaped it was as through a furnace of 
dying coals, with here and there a blase 
reaching out for what it might destroy. 

Matt Hendrickson came in from his claim 
southwest of Baudette this morning and told 
of thirty persons who were housed in his 
shack without food. He says that when the 
fire struck his place sixteen persons got into 
a dry well eighteen feet deep and remained 
there, nearly suffocating from the heat and

To recover the boy's body it was necessary 
to draw off 9,000,.0 ga llons of water from the 
old Croton aqueduct by closing the upper 
gates and allowmg water to drain off down 
to the One Hundred and Thirty-fifth street 
gate house. | | 

The boy, who lived at 504 West One Hundred 
and Fifty-ninth street, lost his lite when 
playing Indian with some other children. He 
era wied into the open shaft leading down into 
the drain to hide, and slipped into the 
rushing water. His body carried half a 
mile before it caught on the rough brick bot - 
tom of the main. 


Searchers Wade in Water. 

It took all day to d off the water in the 
Highbrigge ‘section of the aqueduct. At T 
o'clock the water was measured and found 
to be four feet six inches deep. o hours 
later it wae again. It had fallen to 


two feet five inches, whereupon a of 
men, in charge of Division Engineer 


of the water department, ventured in. The. 


searchers carried torches, rekes, and grap- 
pling irons, and sounded the bottom of 
the main every few feet as they went along. 

They reached the end of the aqueduct with- 
out finding any trace of the boy. they 
got a twenty foot ladder and went n into 
the main aqueduct, where they found a depth 
of about three feet of water, running like 
@ millrace. It was all the men could do to 
keep tneir feet as they groped their way 


‘through the black darkness. 


Drum Is First Clew. 

At One Hundred and Seventy-first street 
they found a toy drum the boy had carried 
when he fell into the main. They knew they 
were on the right track then and went rapid- 
ly forward until they came upon the body. 

They carried the body back to where they 
had left the ladder and when they reached 
the head of the old Croton aqueduct they 
were nearly exhausted, as they had to fight 
their way against the swift current every 
inch of the going. The body was takep ‘to 
the One, Hundred and Fifty-second street 
police station and the child’s mother was 
notified of its recovery.

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Merriam Report Urges Tak- 
ing Control Away from 
Board of Inspectors. 


WANTS OTHER CHANGES. 


* Would Abolish John Worthy 


School and Put Inmates in 
Charge of State. 


The most sweeping changes so far-recom- 
mended by the Merriam commission in any 
pranch of the city government were urged in 
its report on the house of correction which 
was sent to the city council last evening. 

Such extravagance, negligence, and bad 
management were found that the commission 
urged that the present method of government 
through a board of three inspectors be abol- 
ished and the institution be made a part of 
tome branch of the city government with the 
guperintendent under civil service. 

The subject of influence was brought up in 
connection with the leather industry. The 
report stated that for several years all leather 
and shoe shop supplies have been purchased 
exclusively from a company organized by 
John A. Cooke, William J. Cooke, and Sam- 
vel Panama, three lieutenants of United 
States Senator Lorimer. This company also 
benefited from the low prices charged for the 
gervices of convicts furnished it by con- 
tract. 3 
Recommendations in Report. 

Other recommendations were: 

That in awarding contracts for leather to be 
used in shop and for other supplies, the lowest ro- 
sponsible bidder be given the contract. 

That negotiations be opened with federal, state, 
and county authorities with a view to increase 
rate by day paid for keeping prisoners. 

That the system of accounting for product of 
the brick yard and stone quarry be changed so as 
to provide for complete record of quantities turned 
ut each day. 4 

That all the city’s laundry work should be done 
at the house of correction. 

That coal be purchased under modern specifica- 
tions, system of testing be employed and bills of 
lading be required on delivery at institution. 

Concerning the management of the bride- 
well the report said: a 

The present method whereby each of the 
inspectors may exercise his judgment in re- 
warding or censuring the subordinates has 
caused much dissatisfaction among em- 
ployés by creating the impression that ad- 
vancement in salary and position is more 
dependent upon friendship with one or more 
of the inspectors than upon faithful service.” 


Would Abolish John Worthy School. 

The second most important recommenda- 
tion was that the John Worthy school be 
abolished by transferring the boy convicts 
to state corrective schools or that the con- 
tro] of the school be transferred entirely to 
the board of education instead of its being 
split between that body and the board of 
inspectors as at present.

Trustees Say the Rev. W. A. 
Matthews Quit by Request. 


DISCLOSE SECRET TROUBLE. 


Tabernacle Baptist Deacons Blame 
Pastor’s Insubordination.“ 


Inside facts of a long secret fight to oust the 
Rev. W. A. Matthews from the pastorate of 
Tabernacle Baptist church, culminating in 
the request for his resignation, were dis- 
closed yesterday by members of the ruling 
bodies. 

Dr. Matthews’ announcement that he had 
resigned his pulpit to found a school to down 
“ heresy among Baptists proved the incit- 
ing cause for the trustees and deacons tell- 
ing their version of the relations between 
them and their minister. 


Trustees Cite Objections. 

In seeking the severance of relations with 
Dr. Matthews two months ago these were the 
objections made by the trustees: 

Overwrought mentality. 

Attacks against the University of Chicago. 

Denunciation of ‘‘unrecognized heresy”’ through- 
out the Baptist churches of the state. 

Insubordination to the wishes of the church mem- 
bers and officials. 


Clash of Temperaments. 

“The fight of Dr. Matthews against Prof. 
Foster had nothing to do with our request 
to him to resign,” said Emory 8. Hall, sec- 
retary of the board of deacons. It simply 
was a case of ‘incompatibility of tempera- 
ment between the officers and their pastor. 

“The congregation was behind us by the 
running down in attendance at services, 
said H. W. Ralph, a trustee. ‘ At the last 
services about sixty persons were present. 

Dr. Matthews, when reached at his rest- 
dence in the evening, insisted that his res- 


-{gnation had been made of his free will. 


At the church rulers’ meeting two months 
ago, nineteen of the twenty voted for a 
change of pastors. The twentieth trustee 


was absent.

The special report compared the record of 
the architect's department for the six months 
from March 1 to Sept. 1 of the present year 
with the entire year of 1900.

The figures show an average saving per 
classroom of $2,478, and a total saving on the 
189 <lassrooms of $468,342. The total amount 
of contracts let during 1909, including altera- 
tions, was $1,973,102. and for the six months’ 
period in 1910, $1,350,924. The total expenses 
of the architect's department for 1909 was 
$95,740, and for the six months’ period of the 
present year, $29,792. 

On this basis, the saving in the department 
for the present year will be approximately

October Report Shows This Sec- 
tion Did Not Recover from 
Heavy Damage. 


Bumper yields of corn and oats have 


swelled the total harvest of cereals this year 
to by far the largest aggregate in the history 
of the country. 

The total crops of wheat, corn, and oats 
alone es reported by the government in ats 
October report. issued yesterday, are 4,765,- 
000,000 bu, or 249,000,000 bu more than the 
big harvest#of 1000, and-the largest aggre- 
gate yield on record. 

While the total yield of spring and winter 
wheat was not of record proportions, the in- 
dicated. harvest of corn and oats shatters all 
previous high marks. The October corn 
promise is for a crop of 2.977,000,000 bu, or 
about 205,000,000 bu more than the big crop 
of last year, and 50,000,000 bu more than the 
previous high mark of 2,927,000,000 bu 8e 
cured in 1906.

The figures sent out during the day 8'Vv 
promise for the most successful year the 
American farmers have ever had. Prices 
are not so high as last year, but generally 
the larger yields more than make up for this 
and the fact that bumper yields of all the 
leading cereals have been obtained means 
that prosperity on the farms will be wide- 
spreac and not confined to any one section. 

About the only section that suffered, severe 
crop losses was in the northwest, where the 
midseason drought caused much damage. 
This was especially the case in North Da- 
kota and northerm Minnesota. Yields of all 
grains were small, but, even with the cur- 
tailment as the result of drought and hot 
winds, there was nothing like the calamity 
confidently predicted by the crop killers who 
fiocked to the spring wheat fields last sum- 
mer. 
Notwithstanding the enormous losses suf- 
fered by the Dakota and Minnesota, the 
three states which raise the greater part 
of the spring wheat crop will harvest about 
180,000,000 bu, which a few years ago would 
have been considered enormous. Moreover, 
the wheat is of excellent quality.

Says Our Farmers Must Work Hard to 
Keep Country in Lead. 


America’s farms must yield more grain to 
the acre, if it expects to compete successfully 
in the foreign markets of the world, and bet- 
ter care should be taken in storing grein be- 
fore shipment.” 

So declared J. Collin Vincent, a Baltimore, 
Md., exporter, yesterday afternoon, speaking) 
on the subject of Foreign Grain Compe- 
tition “ before the Grain Dealers’ National 
association, which opened its fourteenth an- 
nual convention at the Hotel La Salle in the

of grain from foreign countries illustrating 
the character of grain in competition with 
the American product, some of which aver- 
aged 82 bu to the acre, as compared to our 
own average of 13.6 bu of wheat to the acre. 
In that difference of yield, he contended, lay 
the fact that America’s grain exports have 
decreased since 1906. 

These samples,” said Mr. Vincent, are 
an object lessom to show the need of more in- 
tense farming methods and sustain theargu- 
ments made by James J. Hill and the ideas 
championed by E. Pfarrtua last year at the 
meeting of the Federation of Grain Ex- 
changes bearing on the fertilization of the 
soil. They also conform to the arguments 
of M. W. Cochraneat the last meeting empha- 
sizing the necessity of helping the farmer to 
secure good seed. 


Says America Must Awakeen. 

“ When we see England raising about 32 
bu of wheat per acre and that New South 
Wales in different localities can raise, 16, 24, 
and 26 bu per acre, it is self-evident that 
America must be up and doing.“ 

The speaker referred to the work that Is 
being done to help the farmer in experi- 
ments with soll conditions by the establish- 
ing of experimental stations by the national 
and state governments and the views ex- 
pressed at farmers’ institutes. 

At one farmers’ institute which Mr. Vincent 
attended one farmer claimed he used South 
Carolina rock and potash for years and 
last year raised 27 bu of wheat to the acre 
and this year 30 bu. Another man said he 
used 300 pounds of new bone with 200 pounds 
of dissolved rock per acre with good results. 
1 mention these facts,“ he explained, to 
show that the schoolmaster is abroad. 

“If the farmers will use the state experi- 
mental stations to get reports their soil 
and then, as they can, get the :

Until 
these scores of the final games of the year 
are received the official averages cannot be 
figured. Then the records must be gone over 
by an expert accountant andchecked before 
it wi)] be known who won that automobile.
